We understand the proprietors of a large 
Voolcn Mill In Philadelphia, who are about tu 
urngc their location, visited Bristol a few days 


, to see what advantages It possessed for the 


mil Ion of their mill here. 
As might be expected, and as will always 
appeu to parties who " mean business," their 
ivestlgations, of all matters pertaining to their 
iterests, induced them to propose that they 
ould remove their machinery here, amounl- 
ig to $70,000 or $80,000, if the citizens of 
ristol would elect the necessary buildings and 
irnlsh engines and boilers for their use, cosl- 
g, perhaps, tliirty-tlve thousand dollars ; and 


>r which they wou.d pay rent equal to ten 
er cent, interest. 
It is necessary to attend to this matter al

THE BKOOKLYN BHIDOE : THE FIRST PAS- 
:XGEH.—The first one to cross the wire of the 
uspension bridge between New York and 
Brooklyn was the Master Mechanic of the en- 
erpnse, E. F. Fainngton. He made the pas- 
age on Friday last in what is called a " boat- 
wain's chain," a simple broad platform sus- 
ended by ropes from Ibe wiie rope that was 
tietched acioss the week previous. The fol- 
wing account of the passage is fioni the Tri- 
une : 
" The start was made from Brooklyn. When 
lie boatswain's chair had been propeily placed 
Ir. Farrington climbed to his seat, and the 
ignal was given to start. Chief Assistant-Eu- 
'tieer Martin, standing near tlie fiont and on 
ic top of the anchorage pier, controlled the 
unniugoflhe engine 'n the yard below by 
ignalswith a red flag which he held in his hand. 
]e regulated his signals to the man in charge 
f the engine by those which he received from 
lie towers and New York anchorage, made by 
men stationed on them for the purpose. 


"The starting signal was "iven at exactly 1:30 
'clock, and in another second Mr. Farrington 
vas swinging over Ihe lops of the houses be- 
ween the anchor pier and the tower. Hearty 
beers went up from those assembled below, 


lile handkeichiefs were waved by ladies in 


vindousand upon the housetops. When about 
lalf way between the anchor pier and the 
liooklyti tower, Mr. Fatringtou raised himself 
ium a sitting to a standing position in the chair 
,ml taking off his hat waved it to the people 
tho were cheering him. As he approached Ihe 
ower the speed of the engine was lessened 
gradually until he was able to step upon the 
,ower. Tlie first part of his journey took three 
and one-half minutes. Its successful termina- 
ion was announced by the firing of a gun on 
the New York bulkhead. Mr. Farrington was 
eceived upon Ihe tower with congratulation 
ind expressions of adniuatJoii. Henry C. Mr.r- 
,ihy, Piesidpnl of the Board of Trustees of the 
Jr'idge, who with several fi lends had climbed 
0 the top of the tower to see the feat, pressed 
brward and congratulated him heartily. 


Tlie woiknien moved the chair over to the 


•iver front of the tower, and when it was again 
n readiness Mr. Farrington embarked once 
[lore. The rope was set in motion, and amid 
he good wishes and hand-clapping of those on 
Ihe tower, he was launched into the space be- 
ween the piers over the nver. His appearance 
was the signal for everything in the shape of a 
steamboat to make all the noise in its power. 
1 be slnieks of tlie whistles and shouts of the 
spectalors were deafening even to persons at 
Jie great height of the summits of the towers, 
ind Mr. Farrington waved his hat again and 
again in reply to them. The tiip between the 
xiwers occupied six ami .one-half minutes, and 
he reception ot the courageous traveller upon 
the New York tower was more enthusiastic, if 
jossible, than on Ihe Brooklyn lower, while 
,1m people upou the whai-ves joined in the vo- 
ciferous welcoming. There were several la- 
dies on the New York tower. In a few sec- 
onds the third stage of the journey (from the 
New Yoik tower to the anchor-pier) was be- 
jtiu. This occupied about The same time as 
the fiist stage, and was equally successful, con- 
cluding amid lenewed cheers and the noise ol 
factory whistles. The people on the wharves 
and in. Front street, rushed up to Ihe anchor 
pier to'see the landing, following and cheering 
Mr. Farrington through the streets as he made 
his way back to Ihe tower.
